- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case, it 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant questioned the new matter and enablement rejection 
made by the examiner. The examiner explained the rejection in that the applicant does not have support for a wetting 
region contacting the mucous membranes only of a user. The section referenced by the applicant that alledgedly 
provides support for this claim limitation indicates that the wetting region will come into contact with the mucous 
membranes inside the labia pundendi, but does not limit the wetting region to this area as claimed. The examiner also 
consulted with a primary examiner on the rejection made and indicated to the applicant that the rejections will be 
maintained, The applicant suggested a change in claim dependency to remove the prior art reference and the 
examiner reminded the applicant that the application is under final and any changes that will further either a further 
search or further consideration will not be entered if presented as an after final amendment. Additionally, the applicant 
questioned the Miller reference used in the 102(b) rejection. The examiner explained the rejection in that the claims 
recite a layer constituted of hydrophilic absorbent material and remaining parts constituted of a hydrophobic material. 
Miller discloses a layer comprising a blend of hydrophilic and hydrophobic material which meet the claimed limitations 
since the applicant discloses that the layer constitutes the claimed materials not consists of the claimed materials.
